WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, has sustained extreme 
loss and damage to property, and additional loss and threat to person 
is eminent due to the flood conditions as they presently exist in the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to I.C. 10-4-1-1 et. seq., and specifically, 
I.C. 10-4-1-23 et. seq., the Mayor of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 
has emergency powers in the event of such a major disaster affecting 
the political subdivision of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to Section 8-1 of the Municipal Code of the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, emergency powers exist in the event of 
the eminence of danger to person and property. 

NOW, THEREFORE, it is ordered and declared by the Mayor of the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, as follows: 

A local disaster emergency for the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 
pursuant to I.C. 10-4-1-1 et. seq., and specifically, I.C. 10-4-1-23, 
and pursuant to Section 8-1 of the Municipal Code of the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana is hereby declared. 

The effect of this Declaration is to activate the response and 
aspects of any and all applicable local disaster emergency plans and to 
authorize the furnishing of aid and assistance to the citizens of Fort 
Wayne. Furthermore, the Mayor of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 
shall promulgate regulations appropriate to deal with the local disaster 
emergency for the protection of property and the well-being of the 
citizens of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana. 

A copy of this Declaration and any subsequent regulations promul¬ 
gated hereunder shall be publicized as provided by law, and further, 
notice shall be given to the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana. 

Any regulations promulgated hereunder shall be promulgated in 
reference to this Declaration as made by the Mayor of the City of Fort 
Wayne and according to law. A copy of this Declaration, and all regu¬ 
lations promulgated hereunder, shall be kept on file in the Office of the 
City Clerk of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana.

WHEREAS, pursuant to I.C. 10-4-1-23, the Mayor of the City of 
Fort Wayne has declared a local disaster emergency; 

WHEREAS, pursuant to I.C. 10-4-1-15, the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, is empowered to promulgate and otherwise make rules and 
regulations as are necessary for civil defense and disaster purposes 
and to carryout all necessary emergency powers to combat the flood 
disaster and its aftermath; 

WHEREAS, for the benefit and well-being, safety, health, 
and protection of the person and property of the citizens of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, it is necessary to promulgate certain rules and 
regulations. 

NOW, THEREFORE, THE FOLLOWING RULES AND REGULATIONS ARE HEREBY 
PROMULGATED BY EXECUTIVE ORDER OF THE MAYOR OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE,

1. To more expeditiously facilitate the continued proper and 
prompt handling of the flood emergency, flood control, and the 
prevention of flooding and the subsequent clean-up, repair, and 
rehabilitation caused by said flood disaster, the City is in need 

of consulting and technical services from outside sources, including 
governmental agencies. Thus, the City is hereby empowered to contract 
with any and all persons, firms, or entities, upon terms and conditions 
deemed appropriate by the City, for services necessary to control and 
manage the present flood disaster and its aftermath with respect to 
clean-up, rehabilitation, future prevention, and the like. Any and 
all such contractual arrangements made by the City hereunder shall 
be documented for review by the Common Council and for purposes of 
reimbursement to the City. 

2. It will be necessary for the City, in its continuing efforts 
to control the flood disaster and to remedy the effect of same, to 
transfer funds previously appropriated by the Common Council. Ac¬ 
cordingly, the City is hereby empowered, through its Controller, to 
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transfer such funds within control of the Civil City of the City 
of Fort Wayne, Indiana, from one account to another for purposes 
of expenditure relating to flood control, flood disaster, rehabili¬ 
tation, repair, clean-up and the like. The Controller of the City 
of Fort Wayne, Indiana, shall document all such funds transferred 
and/or expended and shall provide a listing of same to Council for 
review and for purposes of subsequent reimbursement. 

3. The City is further empowered to expend funds within 
its control for purposes of disaster relief to citizens of the City 
of Fort Wayne, Indiana, in an amount not to exceed Five Hundred 
Dollars ($500.00) per household. Such extension of disaster relief 
shall not prevent future disaster relief from being extended to 
any citizen of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, from disaster funds 
provided to the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, from the federal and 
state governments and their corresponding agencies. All funds 
expended hereunder shall be documented and provided to Council for 
review and for purposes of subsequent reimbursement. 

4. The City of Fort Wayne is in the process of applying 

for federal and state financial aid and assistance. In that regard, 
the City is empowered to expend any and all such relief monies as 
provided to the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, as deemed necessary 
from time to time. All such expenditures shall be documented and 
provided to Council for review. 

5. All efforts possible shall be made by the City to insure 
the maximum amount of reimbursement from the federal and state 
governments, and their agencies, for monies expended by the City. 

The above and foregoing is promulgated and ordered this 
24 day of March _, 1982 .

3. The Mayor has the ability, at his discretion, to pursue 
such state and federal funds as he deems necessary to prevent future 
floods and to restore the City's flood prevention system to its 
condition prior to the '82 flood.
